As to volume, the treaty terms proposed 
by USSR would not in themselves result 
in siginif icant increase Austrian trade 
with Soviet Bloc. 

A. Crude oil, to be delivered in payment 
for return of Soviet— held oil proper- 
ties, would be little more than half 
the recent level of Austrian ship- 
ments to Bloc. 

B. Proposed annual deliveries of $25
